The State Supreme Court de­ 
cision on “free textbooks” will 
mean that the Escanaba Area 
public schools will have to ab­ 
sorb about $53,000 in costs pre­ 
viously paid by the student and 
his family, the Board of Educa­ 
tion was informed Wednesday. 
The State Supreme Court ruled 
that no Michigan Public School 
district may charge a student for 
textbook fees or school sup­ 
plies, both of which have had 
a fee basis in past years in Es­ 
canaba. 
On the basis of available in­ 
formation about the court de­ 
cision, as school opens, the Es­ 
canaba Area Public Schools plan 
to use the following rates for 
student fees for areas other 
than book rentals. There will be 
no book rental fees charged at 
any of the schools in the district 
this year.

Most people know they 
should avoid poison ivy, but 
they often don’t realize that 
the buttercup and sweet pea 
are

poisonous 
plants in the field and gar­ 
den. Wyeth Laboratories re­ 
cently sent a booklet to your 
family physician that lists 56 
common plants and trees 
which 
contain 
substances 
that, when eaten or allowed 
to come in contact with the 
skin, cause physical harm. 


The major area of concern, 
the booklet notes, “hinges on 
the 
natural 
curiosity 
of 
childhood. The most toxic 
parts of poisonous plants are 
usually the most attractive 
to children, who are prompt­ 
ed to experiment with roots, 
fruits, flowers and stems, 
whether they happen to en­ 
joy the taste or riot.” 


Also, there are still thou­ 
sands of people who experi­ 
ment with wild plants and 
berries as foods, “teas” and 
in various homeopathic med­ 
icine. These 
persons 
can 
harm 
themselves 
if 
they 
don’t know exactly what can 
be safely used. 


The booklet lists a half- 
dozen sensible safety tips: 


1) Never eat any part of 
an unknown plant 


2) Eat c ' / 
properly-pre­ 
pared floods from well­ 
known sources. 


3) Never chew on jewelry

imported 
seeds or beans. 


♦) Never use anything pre­ 
pared 
from nature 
as 
medicine or “tea.” 


5) Learn 
to

Sets Consumer 


Protest Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Legis­ 
lation permitting consumers tic 
band together in suits against 
deceptive belling practices, al­ 
ready approved by one Senate 
committee* is gteting another 
going-over 
by 
the 
Judiciary 
Comirwttee. 
Tile Judiciary panel, starting 
| its own hearings today in the 
unusual 
double-barreled 
com­ 
mittee consideration of the bill, 
has agreed to submit its recom­ 
mendations by Sept. 14. 
Its tost of opening witnesses 
included Asst. Atty. Gen. Rich­ 
ard McLaren, head of the Jus­ 
tice Department’s antitrust unit, 
and consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader. 
The Senate Commence Com­ 
mittee recently approved the 
bill by a divided vote. But Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger later 
warned against legislation plac­ 
ing additional burdens on the 
federal! courts “without adequ­ 
ate consideration of the conse­ 
quences in terms of caseloads.” 
Burger specifically mentioned 
laws to allow class actions by 
consumers. He suggested look­ 
ing more to state courts to ban­ 
die such problems. 
The bill, as approved by the 
Commerce 
Committee 
would 
permit consumers with claims 
of $10 or more to john together 
in federal court suits for dam­ 
ages arising from unfair or de­ 
ceptive sales practice®. 
The committee rejected the 
Nixon administration's proposal 
that such suits be permitted 
only if there had been a prior 
successful prosecution of the 
seller by the Justice Depart­ 
ment or 
the Federal Trade 
Commission. 
The bitt also would expand the 
FTC’s authority over unfair and 
deceptive practices and permit 
it to seek preliminary iinjunc­ 
tions against them.

The American Feed

production will be down from 
five to IO per cent. 
“This does not mean a corn 
shortage,” Heirman continued. 
“The feed grain carryover is 
large enough to more than off­ 
set even a 25 per cent loss in 
the cam crop.

The end of a glorious summer is hardly an 
opportune time to bring up the subject of year- 
round schools, but a couple of recent develop­ 
ments provoke comment at this juncture. 
One is the release of a 580-page study on 
the possibility of operating schools in downstate 
Utica on a year-round basis. In connection with 
the study, Utica school officials estimated their 
22,000-pupil district could save at least $100 
million in building costs over a 10-year period 
by operating on a 12-month basis. 
Philip Runkel, school superintendent, pre­ 
dicted the 12-month system “is inevitable in our 
society because in the long pull it will be more 
economical.” 
Earlier this year, the board of education 
In Jefferson County in Kentucky voted to aban­ 
don the nine-month school year and conduct 
classes for all 12 grades on a four-quarter, year- 
round basis. Here again, the objective is to save 
money in school building construction costs — 
and also to make better use of educational per­ 
sonnel . 
Th° program is expected to be in operation 
a year from next month. Thereafter, the 90,000 
youngsters in Jefferson County will have the 
option of going to school all year or, if they pre­ 
fer to take the traditional vacation, they may do 
so in any one of the four seasons and attend 
classes in the remaining three seasons.

What makes more sense than operating 
schools throughout the year? The custom of 
closing schools during the summer stems in part 
from the early days of the nation’s settlement 
when society w as predominantly rural and 
youngsters were needed to help in the fields. As 
the nation moved from a rural to an urban so­ 
ciety, the tradition of summer vacations re­ 
mained. 
But this, like so many other customs in the 
modem world, is changing. Many families in the 
northern part of the nation now prefer winter 
vacations that can be spent in Florida, Arizona 
and other warmer climates. Winter sports have 
grown so tremendously in popularity that other 
families find as much outdoor recreation — or 
more — in the winter as in the summer. 
Why, then, should schools be open for only 
three seasons and closed in the very season when 
operation costs are lowest.

Motorist When 
To Stop Drinking

(AP> — A Rutgers University 
scientist says he has developed 
a simple calculator that will tell 
a driver how much alcohol he 
can drink and still drive safely. 
Dr. Leon Greenberg, 
execu­ 
tive director of laboratory re­ 
search at the Rutgers Center of 
Alcohol Studies, says it’s naive 
to assume that most people will 
follow the precaution, “if you 
drink, don't drive.” 
“A more realistic approach,” 
he said, “is to educate people by 
providing guidelines about what 
is appropriate and inappropri­ 
ate drinking if a person is going 
to drive.” 
He therefore fashioned what 
he calls the “ Alco Calculator” 
to help a driver know his alco­ 
hol limit and decide when he is 
safe to drive. 
It’s a simple slide rule that 
carries data about body weight, 
number of drinks and drinking 
time. 
Here’s how he said it works: 
A couple goes to a cocktail 
party and stays four hours. The 
man who weighs 190 pounds, 
drinks four martinis. The wom­ 
an. whose weight is 120, ch inks 
three. 
Which one should drive home? 
Answer: He should. 
The fellow’s blood contains .04 
per cent alcohol, the girl’s .06 
per cent. The legal minimum 
for being “ under the influence is 
.05 per cent. If, having taken the 
same number of drinks, they 
had decided to leave after only 
three hours, the fellow’s blood 
would have contained more than 
the legal minimum af .05 per 
cent

By Computer

created a computer about the 
size of a deck of cards that they 
say may save thousands of lives 
by warning heart-care patients 
of possible trouble. 
TTie 
device, 
called VIDA— 
Ventricular 
Impulse

and Alarm—gives off a loud 
beep when a patient’s heart pro­ 
duces "ectopic” beats, a sure 
sign of usually fatal heart fibril­ 
lation that causes the heart to 
stop pumping. 
Once the alarm sounds, pa­ 
tients have about three days to 
seek medical attention, the in­ 
ventors say. 
Creators of the shirt-pocket 
computer are Dr. John W. Gof- 
man of San Francisco, and two

ists, Robert L. Chapman of Dan­ 
ville and Richard D. Lawhorn of 
Castro Valley, who have set up 
offices in this San Francisco- 
O^kland suburb. 
‘Ti’s really tragic to realize

fibrillations,” 
Chapman said in an interview1. 
He said the device is attached 
by two electrodes to the chest. A 
special circuit protector pre­ 
vents passible false alarms.

Women’s Liberation 
Quiet In Motor City

DETROIT (AP)—The 50th an­ 
niversary of women’s 
suffrage 
passed in Detroit Wednesday, 
with the ladies maintaining a 
non-violent low profile in their 
campaign for liberation. 
Information booths and gueril­ 
la theater, intended to "dram a­ 
tize womens’ anxieties” , drew 
a noontime crowd of about 1,000 
to sunny Kennedy Square in 
downtown Detroit. Seminars on 
women in politics and abortion 
reform were conducted in the 
Downtown YMCA. 
The only bra-burner in sight 
was 
a 
Detroit disc jockey, a 
male, who torched a size 44 EE 
in the middle of the Kennedy 
Square pool—which was drained 
at the time. 
The only potential confronta­ 
tion fizzled into comments of 
mutual admiration between the 
ladies of the Women’s Libera­ 
tion Coalition (WLC) who organ­ 
ized the Detroit activities, and 
the gentlemen of the Detroit 
Common Council. 
About a dozen members of 
the WLC left Kennedy Square, 
headed 
for 
the 
City-County 
Building with their children in 
tow, for what they called a "wet 
in.” 
The operation, designed 
to 
dramatize the need for a 24- 
hour child day care center for 
working mothers, involved sit­ 
ting down on the building’s 
Woodward 
Avenue 
sidewalk 
while the youngsters—who were 
supposed to provide the “wet” 
—frolicked on the Spirit of De­ 
troit statue in front of City Hall. 
The women eventually formed 
a picket line in front of the 
council chambers until informed 
that the council was expecting 
them to come in and visit. 
Once inside, the women ap­ 
peared somewhat surprised to 
discover most of the councilmen 
agreed with them. Councilman 
Nicholas Hood urged them to 
set a firm date for a formal ap­ 
pearance before the council to 
discuss the pr oblem and told his 
colleagues, 
"the 
problem 
is 
much greater than what we see 
here.” 
Councilmen David Eberhard, 
Ernest C. 
Browne and Carl 
Levin also spoke in favor of the 
women, who agreed to a Sept. 
18 appearance. 
"They were absolutely terri­ 
fic,” said Mrs. Maria Flynn, one 
of 
the 
WLC 
spokeswomen. 
“I guess I had them stereo­ 
typed before, huh?” 
The women left the council 


chambers and disappeared long 
enough to dye their face black, 
red, white and yellow for the 
guerrila 
theater. 
The 
colors 
symbolized the races of 
man 
and the women gave two per­ 
formances in different ar eas of 
the Kennedy pool while an all­ 
women camera crew from a 
Detroit television station filmed 
the events. 
Then the women retired to 
their seminars. 
The WLC did not ask local 
women to stay off the jobs, as 
liberation leaders did in other 
cities. Major Detroit area firms 
reported normal absenteeism. 
"Women in Detroit are so op­ 
pressed that they’d be fired if 
they left their job to join a 
strike today,” said one coali­ 
tion spokesman.

Tate Tried 


Stepson Tells 
How He Found 


'Father' Slain 


LOS ANGELES IAP) — A 
teen-age boy was near tears at 
the Sharon Tate murder trial as 
he told of finding the bloody 
body of his stepfather, Leno 
LaBianca, in a crouching posi­ 
tion. 
Frank Struthers, 16, the son 
by a former m arriage of La- 
Bianca’s wife Rosemary, who 
also was slain, took the stand 
Wednesday as the state turned 
to details of the double slaying 
die night after Miss Tate and 
four others were killed. 
Descriptions of the Tate m ur­ 
der scene ended with a police 
chemist telling how trails of 
blood through the mansion and 
outside marked the paths taken 
by victims trying to flee their 
killers. He said the word ‘‘Pig" 
on the front door of the house 
was scraw led by someone using 
a towel dipped in the slain ac­ 
tress’ blood. 
Charles M. Manson, 35, and 
three women members of his 
hippie style "family** are on 
trial charged with murdering 
Miss Tate, four visitors at her 
home and the LaBiancas in Au­ 
gust, 1969. 
The LaBiancas, slain about IO 
miles from the Tate place were 
found amid bloody acrawl)ngs. 
A carving fork was stuck in 
LaBianca’s 
stomach 
and 
the 
word "W ar” was carved on his 
chest, police have said. 
Struthers said his mother and 
stepfather had spent part of a 
weekend with him and family 
friends at Lake Isabella, a cen­ 
tral California resort, then re­ 
turned home ahead of the others 
the night of Aug. 9. 
The

night, 
when 
Struthers returned, he said he 
got no answer when he knocked 
on the door. He summoned his 
sister, 
Susan, 
23, 
who lived 
nearby, and a friend, and they 
searched for keys. 
"I got the keys out of my 
mother’s car and opened the 
back door,” said Struthers. 
"When we got to the living we 
saw Leno LaBianca . . . in 
type of crouched position." He 
added, 
"We came out right 
away.” 
Struthers said he checked the 
house days later to see if any­ 
thing was missing. His m other’s 
wallet was gone, he said. The 
state’s star witness, Linda Ka- 
sabian. has testified that Man­ 
son entered the LaBianca home 
before the killings, then came 
out with the wallet which he 
told her to discard.

SSI I, 
the 
Russian 
equivalent of the U.S. Minute­ 
man. 
It is not known, he said, if the 
objects were weapons or if they

"If (they) do deploy this sys­ 
tem and it does have three 
weapons," Laird told a news 
conference, "(they) accelerate 
the number ' of warheads by 
three tim es." 
This would be more than 2,100 
warheads using Laird’s figure 
of "well over 700” Soviet SSlls, 
or 2,400 using the figure given 
congressional committees, this 
spring of 800 Soviet SSlls as of 
February this year.

giant SSS—more than twice the 
size of the SSI I and the Minute­ 
man—but 
have

deployed 
them. Deployment of multiple 
warheads on U.S. Minuteman 
III missiles is under way. 
Besides the SSlls, Laird said, 
the Soviets have about 300 SSOs 
and about IOO SS13s, a missile 
comparable to the SSI I 
and 
Minuteman. 
The United States has about 
1,000 Minuteman 
missiles, 
of 
which IO have been outfitted so 
far with three warheads each 
that can be targeted independ­ 
ently on enemy points.
